Ambassador Would — Erect 
Memorial Edifice in Cal- 
vary Burial Ground, 


OPPOSITION IS SHOWN 


Some Owners of Lots Do Not 
Believe One Name Should 
Be Thus Honored. 


An offer from Richard C. Kerens, am- 
pbassador to Austria-Hungary, of $50,000 
for the erection of a memorial mortuary 
chapel in Calvary Cemetery, has caused 
considerable discussion among members 
of prominent St. Lowis families which 
have mausoleums and costly monuments 
in the cemetery. 

No definite opposition has arisen 
among the members of the Cemetery 
Board, but it has been.understood that 
some of the large lot holders do. not 
believe a chapel should bear the ‘name 
of any one person or any one family. 

Archbishop Glennon, to whom Ambas- 
sador Kerens' informal proposal has 
been referred by the Cemetery Board, 
said to a nS Stteetgy reporter 
Wednesday: 

“There has been stich. an offer from 
Col. Kerens. The plans and specifica- 
tions are in the. hands of Architect 
George W. Hellmuth.” 

When asked as to the possibility of 
opposition to the plan, he remarked, 
“There are many men of many minds.” 

“There has been no consideration of 
the offer by the board thus far. In its 
present shape it is a matter of arrange- 
ments, as far as the board is con- 
cerned and I, as the president, have 
been left in charge of submitting the 
offer to the board formally’ when per- 
fected plans are completed. Thus far 
I have only seen rough sketches of the 
proposed chapel. 

“So far there have been nq, details sub- 
mitted and no location has even been 
talked of. I shall not lay any plan 
before the board until I see and am sat- 
isied with the completed drawirgs.”’ 

Besides Archbishop Glennon the foi- 
lowing St. Louisans comprise the Cal- 
vary Cemetery Board: Theophile Papii, 
A. H. Handilan, W. J. Kinsella, Festus 
J. Wade, Howard Benoist, Louis Fuchs; 
Paul Bakewell, J. lL: Hornsby, Macrice 
Peughet and the Rev. Father James T. 
Coffey, pastor of St. Leo’s Church. 

Offer Not Considered. | 

J. L. Horasby, a member of the board, 
disclaimed any knowledge of dissension 
over the offer. “The matter of the 
chapel was brought up at the close of 
the special meeting iast Friday,’ he 
said. ‘“{ think there was a motion to 
adjourn when it was announced, and 
several were on their feet and had start- 
ed to go, It’s very hard to hold the 
members after they start to go. 

“I don’t think the matter was consid- 
ered at all, but there was something 
said about a $50,000 offer. No, I don’t 
know anything about any opposition to 
the plan.”

HINTS AT CLEAN 


Attorney-General, If He Wins 
Case, Likely to’ Permit 
Business to Continue, 


Believing that he has all the evidence 
needed for a successful ouster suit 
against the packing companies, Attor- 
néy-General Major brought the meat in- 
quiry at the Southern Hotel to a close 
Wednesday, while a number of stock 
raisers, prepared to testify as to the 
methods of the !ocal combine, waited to 
be’ called. 

Major said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
after the adjournment that his ouster 
suit would be filed within 9% days. He 
said he intended, after. obtaining. an 
order ousting the ‘packing companies 
from doing business .in the State, to de- 
mand that they reduce prices and 
change their manner of doing business 
and that, if they would submit to this 
requirement, the execution of the order 
might be suspended. 

Packers’ Lawyers Hopeful. 

Attorneys for the packers, who have 
surprised Major by their willingness to 
make known .the. facts as to the com: 
bine, said after the adjournment that 
the facts brought out would nat furnish 
a legal. basis for an ouster order. They 
said the National Packing Co., the 
$15,000,000 holding corporation for the Ar- 
mour, Swift and Morris interests, which 
has been shown to own the 8t. Louis 
Dressed Beef and Provision Co., had 
been pronounced a legal corporation. 
They -hold that its control of 23 small 
companies, most of them so-called inde- 
pendent concerns, is a combination, but 
not a combination in restraint of trade, 
as defined In the anti-trust ‘laws. 

Of the testimony given. by two wit- 
nesseX Wednesday, that of Louls BE. Den- 


t{nigs son-in-law of Louis Schaefer, cx- 


-ited--the most interest. Dennig said 
that in 1902 Schaefer, then president of 
the St. Louts Dressed Beet and Proévi- 
sion’ Co., “went t6. Burope, leaving a 
power of attorney in Dennig’s hands. 

Dennig, acting for Schaefer, sold the 
latter’s stock to Thomas W. Crouch, 
who, according to another witness, was 
acting for J. Ogden Armour. 

“As Mr. Schaefer's representative,”’ 
said Dennig, “I was required to sign a 
contract by which he obligated himself 
not to engage in -the wholesale beef 
business in the United States for 15 
years, or until 1917. All the members 
of the Board of Directors signed similar 
contracts in selling their stock.” 

Dennig was asked to name those who 
bound themselves to keep out of the 
packing business for 15 years, and 
named Gus. Bischoff Sr., and Elgin 


Brooks as the only ones whom he posi- { 


tively remembered. 

A. M. Trader, former secretary of the 
dressed beef company, told how, after 
Schaefer and the other directers sold 
their stock to Crouch, the National 
Packing Co. established control of the 
dressed beef concern’s operations. The 
first step, he said, was the installation 
of the private wire from Chicago.’ 

Chicage Took Control. 

He then told of the daily market re-’ 
ports and instructions sent from Chi- 
cago, showing the number of head of 
stock to be purchased and the maxi- 
mum price to be paid, also of the in- 
structions to “buy steady,”” meaning that 
the purchasing price of the day before 
was to be followed. 

Later, he said, the head buyér in 
Chicago took supervision, by means 
of the wire, of the purchases. 

The witnesses whom Major did not 
think it worth whiie to call were 
stock raisers, who were to testify that 
no competition existed in purchasing 
their offerings, but that the price 
named to them by the first buyer 
they met would prove to be the high- 
est price they could get. \ 

These witnesses, Major said, would be 
heard ™ the ouster proceedings. . He 
will not hold'a hearing in Kansas City, 
as he had intended to do, having got 
the desired showing of facts here. 

Major said ‘he would return to Jeffer- 
son City and would leave in a few days 
for’ St. Paul, where he is to argue a 
rate case before the. Federal Court, 
and before returning would visit Wash- 
ington. 

The packers’ lawyers, most - them 
from Chicago and Kansas City, went 
out to play golf after the adjournment. 

The inquiry Tuesday afternoon was 
directed toward showing that competi- 
tion did not exist in the meat and live- 
stock trade in St. Louis, This the wit- 
nesses would not admit.

this evidence shows a plot in the de- 
‘fendant’s. mind. | 

“How else could the State establish 
its contention of such a scheme? Under 
two of the clauses in the Molineaux 
decision this evidence is admissible— 
as showing a plot and showing motive. 

The State charges that whoever stood 
in the way of the defendant’s avarice 
and cupidity was to be removed and 
evidence of other deaths is admissible 
as tending to prove that.’’ 

After Judge Latsha@w overruled this 
motion, Hyde’s lawyers made another— 
that no testimony about Moss Hunton’s 
death be admitted unless it could be 
shown ‘that Dr. Hyde knew his wife 
would profit by it.

“I hardly understand why a police 
commissionership should be a matter of 
so much interest and agitation, as ceom- 
pared with other public positions,” re- 
marked the new member of the board 
Wednesday. “My idea of the relation 
of the board. to the members of the 
force is that it should be like the re- 
lation of commanders to their soldiers, 
the soldiers doing the work and the 
officers directing them and taking the 
responsibility.’’ ; 

Once Was a Guardsman. 

In this remark his military training 
appears, for Brinsmade was in his 
twenty-first year a captain in the Con- 
necticut National Guard, and he has 
never lost his interest fn army life and 
his belief in army discipline. 

Brinsmade more than any other lay- 
man, was the builder of the new. Pti- 
grim Congregational Church on Union 
boulevard, dedicated two and one-half 
years ago. 

On the evening before his appointment 
as police commissioner, he Was eleoted: 
president of the Men’s Brotherhood of 
Pfigrim Church. He is also president of 
the New England Society. Brinsmade: 
was one of the Washington avenue busl- 
ness men who contributed to the Folk 
poodle prdsecution fund. He was « mem- 
ber of ‘one of the grand juries which 
returned the boodle indictments, 

He was resident member of the Con- 
necticut World's Fair Commission, and 
had an active part in the building of 
the beautiful Colonial edifice which was 
one of the most admired of the State 
structures. 

Mas Is Clear Cut. 

Clear-cut precison' of speech and 
thought is Brinsmade’s habit. His erect 
posture and his direct gaze make him 
seem a man of large stature, though 
he is not above medium sige. Meeting 
him in a group of professional men, one 
vould guess him to be a successful law- 
fer. Yet he has never studied law. He 
has been a teacher, a civil: engineer, a 
sewing machine salesman and’ agency 
manager, and for nearly twenty years 
a dealer in women's hats and trim- 
mings. 

He says he has not decided on his 
policy as a member of the board, ex- 
cept that he will favor law. enforce- 
ment, strict discipline, neatness, hard 
work and keeping the police out of poll- 
tics.

FROM REPUBLICANS 


New York District Elects Its 
First Democrat to House 
in 20 Years. 


By Associated Press, 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 20.—More 


than. 16,000. voters of Monroe County 
ehanged from the Republican to the 


Democratic column yesterday and elect- 
€d the first Democratic Congressman 
that has represented the Thirt>-second 
District in 20 years. ‘ 

James 8. Havens, a Democrat, run- 
ning on a tariff platform, defeated 
Geerge W. Aldridge, for a score of years 
the ruler of the County Republican or- 
ganization, by 540. Monroe County, 
which comprises the Thirty-second Dis- 
trict,-is normally Republican by 6000; 
James Breck Perkins, whose death in 
the middie of his third congressional 
term necessitated a special election, car- 
ried the district in 1908 by 10,167 votes. 
Havens had arrayed against him one of 
the strongest political organizations .in 
the State. Yet in a campaign lasting 
only ‘17 days and with hastily construct- 
ed mechine, he accomplished one of the 
most remarkable overturns in political 
history. 

According to Havens, the high cost 

f Mving was mainiy responsible for 
yesterday’s political revolution. 

Like Massachusetts Landslide. 

The result of today’s election takes 
its place beside the Democraiie victory 
in the Fourteenth Massachusetts Dis- 
trict, where Eugene N. Foss was sent to 
Congress from a district supposed to be 
as rock-ribbed Republican as this one. 
Democrats also point to the recent elec- 
tion in ‘the Sixth Missouri District as a 
further indication of the party’s new 
strength. 

Havens rode to victory on a platform 
advocating tariff reform in the interests 
of the consumer, a revision of the duties 
on Wooland woolen goods; a removal of 
the tax on hides and lumber, a removal! 
of tariff on iron ore, an income tax, and 
finally, advocating independence of all 
political bosses of any party. 

Aldridge, his opponent, contented him- 
self with general proclamations in fa- 
vor of the policies of the Republican ad- 
ministration. The Democrats acknow!l- 
edge that one of the main factors in 
today’s reversal of political sentiment 
was a personal issue raised by Ald-, 
ridge’s record as party boss and evi- 
dence presented at the recent fire insur- 
ance investigation. 

) Check a Factor in Result. 

Aldridge acknowledged that he re- 
ceived a $1000 check from Elijah Ken- 
nedy, an agent of the fire insurance 
companies, but denied that.he bene- 
fited personally by the transfer, He de- 
clared that he turned ‘the money into 
the treasury of the Republican, organi- 
zatior. 

Outside of the district, Aldridge re- 
ceived little if any assistance. Havens 
was helped by the Democratic National 
Committee, which sent here such speak- 
ers as Charies N. Hamlin of Massa- 
chusetts, former Aesistant Secretary of 
'}the Treasury under President Cleve- 
land, and Eugene N. Foss, the newly

A TIMELY RETIREMENT. 

Senator Aldrich’s retirement from active politics 
will not be-anywhere regarded as an evidence 
of a fear to face the ‘people in support of the 
tariff. He holds his seat in a safe pocket borough, 
and a re-election would be a mere matter of for- 
mality. For public opinion he cares nothing. A 
firm believer in the right of the strong to crush 
the weak, and of the cunsing to pluck the foolish, 
he has never, at any time, had the least doubt 
that plutocracy can and will govern the United 
States, no matter what the people think or say 
or do. 

His retirement is clearly of his own choosing, 
and will be carried out in his own way. He will 
name his successor, and to a large extent, exer- 
cise gupervision over him for a year or two.

@ license. Mr. .Capen thinks that if examinations 
were provided for, the examiners would make the 
law ineffective by giving a certificate to anyone who 
could run a machine a block or two. But this could 
be guarded against by incorporating in the law itself 
a certain number of tests, to cover a period long 
enough to’bring out the applicant’s real ability The 
plea that examination in the case of coauffeurs 

would be ineffective could as well be made against 
examination in all other cases where skill is required; 


examiners are human and may be corrupted. But} 


everyone knows that examination is a rea) safeguard 
in spite of this. Mr. Capen also thinks examination 
unnecessary because, in his opinion, it is easier to 
run an auto than to drive a hores. .That may be 80, 
but the difference as regards the public is that the 
horse haw some degree of intelligence and will stop 
or turn aside unless it is frightened, while the auto 
is a huge, blind machine, entirely dependent on the 
skill of its driver. The damage that can be done 
by the auto is ten to one compared with what can be 
done by the horse. If the city cannot pass an ordi- 
nance for the examination of chauffeurs because the 
‘State has made no such provision, the State Legis- 
lature should remedy this at the earliest opportunity. 
In fact, it is evident that the situation calis for a 
thorough overhauling of existing legislation on this 
subject, so that “joy riding’. may be penalized and 
lifé and limb made.reasonably safe on the streets 
and highways.

The bottom has fallen out of the cor- 
ner on potatoes and the consumer may 
now order a plate of lyonnaise tubers 
in a restaurant without having the 
Waiter investigate his standing — in 
Dun's. 

About a month ago the ukase went 
out frdm the trust headquarters in Indi- 
anapolis for farmers to hold their pota- 
toes until] May 1, so as to send the price 
aeroplaning. The vegetable soared to 
% cents a bushel on Commission Row 
in st. Louis and to $1 in New York, 
But the weather has made the keeping 
of potatoes unspoiled difficult and the 
magnates of the soil have begun to pour 
the contents of their bins upon the mar 
ket. . 

As a consequence, potatoes are retail- 
ing Wednesday in St. Louls at % and % 
cents a bushe!, while in New York they 
are down to 20 cents. They are expect 
ed to drop still lower here. 

The epicure who wishes new potatoes, 
however, will need a long purse. They 
are selling in St. Louis today for $1.60 
a hamper, about five-sixths of a bushel, 
Other vegetables, such as asparagus, 
beets, onions, cauliflower, beans and 
peas, show no symptoms of declining, 
according to the commission men, 

Butter has again taken wings and is 
selling at 34% cents a pound Wednes- 
day, a rise of one cent over last week. 
Eggs have fallen with the coming of 
spring and are down to 2 cents a dozen. 
During the winter they were some- 
times double that price. 

Indications are, according to authori- 
ties on food prices, that a reaction Is 
imminent from the high prices of the 
last 12 or 18 months, and that the sensa- 
“Mional drop of potatoes is an evidence 
of cheaper food of all kinds.

WHilers has fought 
Rombauer’s railroad program. in the 
House, but was somewhat surprised 
when the Speaker apparently retaliated 
by deposing him from important com- 
mittees. : 

Eilers was formerly on the Raliroads, 
Public Improvements and Engrossed and 
Enrolled Bills committees. He was put 
on the Committee on Education and 
Labor, which has little work to do, and 
sanitary affairs. He has also been 
chairman of the joint committee on 
License Revision. 

Ellers is a Republican. Speaker Rom- 
bauer was given absolute power to name 
all committees.
